Proposed Trade 


CHICAGO — Suggested __ trade 
practice rules for the Refrigeration 
and Air Conditioning Contracting 
Industry were presented at the 
opening trade practice conference 
for the industry, held here May 20. 


The suggested rules themselves 
didn’t draw a lot of comment from 
the representative group attending, 
but the definition of “the industry 
to be covered” certainly did. 

In fact, the discussion on this 
matter of definitions got so intense 
and confused that Paul Butz of the 
Federal Trade Commission staff, 
conducting the hearings, finally 
called a halt to them, and set a 
date for an informal discussion on 
the definition of the industry in- 
volved. 

This will be held starting at 10 
a.m., Wednesday, June 22, in room 
286 of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion building in Washington, D. C. 
Any individual member of the in- 
dustry, or any representative of an 
industry association may attend 
this informal hearing on June 22, 
and “bring suggestions in writing 
as to what the definitions should 
be,” as Butz informed those attend- 
ing the Chicago conference. 

After sifting out the discussions 
on definitions, and going over the 
transcript of the Chicago hearings, 
and individual suggestions made as 
to the proposed rules, the FTC 
will issue its proposed set of trade 
practice rules, and set a date for 
a public hearing (probably “some 
time after Labor Day). After a 
study of the comment at this hear- 
ing, and of written comment, the 
FTC will issue the final set of 
trade practice rules, which will be- 
come effective 30 days after date 
of issuance. 

The suggested trade practice 
rules discussed at Chicago were 
prepared by the Refrigeration and 
Air Conditioning Contractors Asso- 
ciation (RACCA, national), as a 


Tenn. To Require 
Safety Latches 
On Refrigerators 


NASHVILLE, Tenn.—A law re- 
quiring all new refrigerators of 
more than 114-cu. ft. capacity to 
be equipped with a safety device 
that will open the door or provide 
a means of escape from the interior 
has been passed by the Tennessee 
legislature.

In its defini- 
tion of the industry to be covered, 
the prepared copy said: 

“The industry to be covered 
under these rules is engaged in the 
sale and installation of mechanical 
refrigeration units and equipment 
for commercial or industrial use, 
and/or mechanical air conditioning 
units and equipment for commer- 
cial, industrial, or home use. (‘In- 
stallation’ as used in this para- 
graph, involves engineering serv- 
ice).” 

Principal objectors to this defini- 
tion, and to the idea of trade prac- 
tice rules being formulated for the 
“Refrigeration and Air Condition- 
ing Contracting Industry” were 
Tom Cunningham, representing 
the Mechanical Contractors Asso- 
ciation of America (formerly the 
Heating, Piping & Air Conditioning 
Contractors Association); Jack 
Demling, representing the Air 
Conditioning Contractors Alliance 
of Chicago and the Sheet Metal 
Contractors Association (nation- 
al); and George Boeddener, man- 
aging director, National Warm Air 
Heating & Air Conditioning Asso- 
ciation. 

Asserting that they were not ob- 
jecting to the idea of trade prac- 
tice rules as such (‘anything that 
might help the contractor we’re 
for’) these men took objection to 
the proposals on these points: 

1. That the definition of the 
field to be covered was either not 
broad enough—or too limited—de- 
pending on the viewpoint. 

2. That their particular seg- 
ments of the industry had not been 
properly consulted in the prepara- 
tion of the proposed trade practice 
rules. 

Cunningham felt that the defini- 
tion should spell out the other 
functions of air conditioning, such 
as heating, humidifying, ventilat- 
ing, and air cleaning. He also

Upright Models Continue 
Gain on Chest Type To 
Attain 58% of Total 


DETROIT — Forty-six manufac- 
turers of _ self-contained home 
freezers have contributed specifica- 
tions on their 1955 lines for publi- 
cation in this the News’ eighth 
annual “Home Freezer Specifica- 
tions” edition. 

They include all makes that are 
distributed nationally save one and 
most of those sold on a regional 
basis. The missing national dis- 
tributor is Montgomery Ward & 
Co. 

The 1955 roll-call of brands 
records nine names fewer than last 
year. Four of these manufacturers 
are known not to be manufactur- 
ing self-contained home freezers 
this year. Two brands were merged 
into other lines—Bendix into Cros- 
ley and Harderfreez into Wilson. 
Six firms represented last year 
did not return a questionnaire this 
year. 

Three new firms are added to the 
present list. Delaware Refrigera- 
tion Co. and Tri-State Electric Mfg. 
Co. submitted specifications for the 
first time. White Horse Cabinet 
Co. returned to the listing after a 
year’s absence. 

The 46 reporting manufacturers 
produce 237 different models of 
freezers, an average of slightly 
more than five models each. Two 
manufacturers make as many as 10 
models. 

Of the total number of models, 
99 or 42% are chests and 138 or 
58% are uprights. These figures 
indicate the increasing preference 
for uprights, which accounted for 
only 53% of the total in 1954 and 
48% in 1953. 

This year’s specifications include 
two items of information not in- 
cluded in previous years. Manu- 
facturers were asked to tell 
whether or not their freezers are 
equipped with canned juice racks 
or dispensers and what the refrig- 
erant charge is. 

Specifications listings begin on 
page 9 and continue through page 
31. An alphabetical index by brand 
name appears below. 

In these specifications, all com- 
pressors are assumed to be of the 
sealed type unless otherwise noted. 

Combination  refrigerator-freez- 
ers are not included in these list- 
ings. 


Index Jo Home Freezer Specifications 
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LEMOYNE, Pa.—A freezer-food 
supplier here says the most effec- 
tive means he has found for pro- 
moting his business is the freezer 
demonstration. 

- Charles Rupp of Lemoyne Frozen 
Food Center has workel out a 
demonstration program, used re- 
peatedly, which serves two pur- 
poses: 

It turns up good prospects for 
his freezer-food operation and 
helps impress local residents with 
the fact that his company offers 
first-class food service and mer- 
chandise. The program is particu- 
larly attractive from the cost 
standpoint, according to Rupp. 

His first step in planning a 
freezer demonstration, Rupp ex- 
plained, is to line up some local 
organization as a sponsor. This is 
done in order to attract the 
greatest number of persons with- 
out having to bother with the pub- 
licity problem. 

Rupp has teamed up with such 
groups as the Parent-Teacher as- 
sociations, Eastern Star, Women 
of the Moose, civic clubs, 4-H clubs, 
and church societies. Since he pays 
the sponsoring organization 25 


cents for each person who attends 
(35 cents if the group exceeds 
100), Rupp has had little trouble 
finding a sponsor. In fact, he now 
has a waiting list of groups want-

ing to serve as sponsors. 

Once a sponsor has been selected 
for a particular demonstration, 
Rupp meets with officials of the 
organization to choose a suitable 
time and place. He explains briefly 
how the demonstration will be con- 
ducted to insure that the officials 
fully understand the procedure. 

Lemoyne Frozen Fooi Center 
supplies the sponsoring group with 
invitations, which are mailed to the 
group’s list, using first class mail. 
An attractive invitational folder 
was prepared for this purpose and 
obtained in sufficient quantity for 
a number of demonstrations. 

Cost of the invitations was held 
down to less than 2 cents each by 
leaving the inside blank on the 
original order and imprinting spe- 
cific time and place information on 
a quantity just adequate for pub- 
licizing one meeting. 

On the front of each invitation 
is the “boxed” phrase, “You are 
invited. . . .” Inside is information 
similar to this used for one demon- 
stration staged last year: 

“To a dramatic demonstration of 
a new way of living for the Ameri- 
can Family—-THE FROZEN FOOD 
WAY OF LIVING—on February 
22, 1954, starting at 8:00 P.M. 
promptly, at the First Presbyterian 
Church of Mechanicsburg, spon- 
sored by the Fireside Group for the

prizes . . . Refreshments . . . No 
solicitation of funds . . . Come and 
bring a friend. Presented by 


Lemoyne Frozen Food Center, 8th

On the back of the invitation is 
a boxed note, such as this, signed 
by the sponsor: 

“Dear Friend: 

“May I urgently request your 
attendance? First, because I know 
you will thoroughly enjoy this 
demonstration. Second, because you 
will learn much from it. And last, 
but not least, because we will bene- 
fit by your attendance. 

“Lemoyne Frozen Food Center 
has agreed to pay for each adult 
who attends the demonstration. 
There will be no solicitation of 
funds for any purpose whatsoever. 

“Enjoy a delightful evening and 
do a good deed at the same time.” 

In addition to the sponsoring 
group, Rupp’s local power company 
and the freezer concern whose line 
he handles agreed to participate in 
the demonstrations. The utility 
provided a member of its home 
economics staff and contributed 
about one-third of the “per head’”’ 
attendance contribution. The 
freezer concern also contributed to 
the “per head” costs of putting on 
the meeting. 

What’s the total cost of a 
freezer demonstration? Rupp esti- 
mates it’s about $60, including his 
firm’s share of the “per head” con- 
tribution, door prizes, invitations, 
and trucking and handling costs.

finitely meant “summer comfort 
cooling.” 

Cc. F. Boss and Joseph C. 
O’Toole, special representatives of 
the United Association of Journey- 
men and Apprentices of the Plumb- 
ing and Pipe Fitting Industry 
(AFL), said they wanted to be on 
record as being present, and that 
the unions they represented are the 
ones involved in contracts with the 
contractors. They also seemed to 
favor the inclusion of the terms 
“heating” and “piping” somewhere 
in the definition. 

A. M. Palen, president, and Ray 
Kromer, executive vice president 
of Refrigeration & Air Condition- 
ing Contractors Association, an- 
swered for their group, stating 
that the conference was not de- 
signed to be a “competitive asso- 
ciation activity” but had been put 
forth as something which RACCA 
felt the contractors needed very 
much at this stage of the indus- 
try’s growth, and in view of some 
of the disturbing conditions now 
prevalent in the contracting phase 
of the business. 

Kromer also stated that the 
trade practice rules were intended 
to cover the activities of “any con- 
tractor who sells, engineers, and 
installs equipment, no matter what 
the size.” 

Then John Pratt, attorney for 
the ARI, came forward with the 
following suggestion for a “clari- 
fication” of the definitions:

“As used in this part, the term 
industry members and industry 
product shall have the following 
meaning respectively: 

“A. An industry member is a 
firm or corporation, or organiza- 
tion engaged in the air condition- 
ing and refrigeration contracting 
industry, which includes the instal- 
lation, sale, maintenance, and re- 
pair of products hereinafter de- 
defined. Manufacturers, except to 
the extent that they engage in con- 
tracting, are not industry members 
for the purposes herein defined. 

“B. Industry products include all 
appliances, equipment, and appa- 
ratus handled by the industry as 
above defined, which are capable of 
being used for air conditioning and 
refrigeration purposes.” 


TRADE PRACTICE RULES 
PROVIDE ‘ROAD MAP’ 


Butz, who conducted the confer- 
ence, with FTC Commissioner 
Robert Secrest and FTC Attorney 
Paul Cameron on hand, pointed out 
that trade practice rules do not 
“legislate any new laws,” but 
rather provide a “road map” which 
prevents violation of existing laws 
through ignorance. 

He also urged any individual or 
organization to sumbit any sug- 
gestions on any phase of the sug- 
gested rules (or definitions), by 
writing to him at the FTC building 
in Washington. 

The actual reading of the rules 
themselves did not draw a great 


deal of comment. Most of them are 
mere re-statements of similar rules 
now in force for many other indus- 
tries, pointing out specifically what 
kind of general unfair competition 
or business acts are unlawful. 

One that did draw some com- 
ment was proposed Rule 5—Mis- 
representing Products as Conform- 
ing to Standard—which reads: 

“In connection with the sale or 
offering for sale of industry prod- 
ucts, it is an unfair trade practice 
to represent, through advertising 
or otherwise, that such products 
conform to any standards recog- 
nized in or applicable to the indus- 
try when such is not the fact. 

“(Note: Illustrative of the type 
of representation inhibited by this 
rule is the practice of an industry 
member advertising or otherwise 
claiming that a product has been 
approved by a _ governmental 
authority or private agency, such 
as the Refrigeration and Air Con- 
ditioning Contractors Association 
(RACCA), the Underwriters Lab- 
oratories, or the American Society 
of Refrigerating Engineers 
(ASRE), with respect to meeting 
certain specifications or standards 
when in fact the product has not 
been so approved).” 

Some of those present felt that 
the “Note” part of Rule V was too 
limiting, and that misrepresenting 
conformance to the standards of 
any “recognized governmental or 
private association”’ should be con- 
sidered an unfair trade practice. 


Text of Proposed Trade Practice Rules 


RULE 1—DECEPTION (GENERAL) 

In connection with the sale and in- 
stallation of industry products, it is an 
unfair trade practice to use, or cause or 
promote the use of any trade promotional 
literature, advertising matter, mark, 
brand, label, or device or any other type 
of oral or written representation which 
has the capacity and tendency or effect of 
deceiving purchasers or prospective pur- 
chasers as to the construction, design, 
model, origin, manufacturer, quality, ab- 
sence of noise in operation, strength, 
durability, life expectancy, utility, cost 
of operation, safety to user, or capacity 
to cool or refrigerate of such product, or 
in any other material respect; or to mis- 
lead purchasers or prospective purchasers 
with respect to the need for repair, main- 
tenance, or replacement of parts of such 
product after its purchase and use, or 
with respect to any services offered con- 
cerning maintenance of the product. 


RULE 2—GUARANTEES, WARRANTIES, 

In the sale, offering for sale, or instal- 
lation of industry products, it is an un- 
fair practice to use or cause to be used, 
any guarantee or warranty which is false, 
misleading, deceptive, or unfair to the 
purchasing or consuming public whether 
in respect to quality, construction, service- 
ability, or performance of any industry 
product. 

(a) The foregoing inhibitions of this 
rule are to be considered as applicable 
with respect to any guarantee or warranty 
in which the terms and conditions relat- 
ing to the obligation of the guarantor or 
warrantor are impractical of fulfillment. 

(b) It is also an unfair trade practice 
to make or offer any guarantee or war- 
ranty respecting an industry product un- 
less the nature and extent of the under- 
taking, and any and all material condi- 
tions and limitations applicable thereto, 
are clearly and conspicuously stated in 
immediate conjunction therewith, and un- 
less the obligations of the guarantor or 
warrantor with respect to the guarantee 
or warranty are scrupulously fulfilled. 
RULE 3—PROHIBITED 

DISCRIMINATIONS 

I. Prohibited Discriminatory Prices, or 
Rebates, Refunds, Discounts, Credits, 
Ete., Which Effect Unlawful Price Dis- 
crimination. It is an unfair trade practice 
for any member of the industry engaged 
in commerce, in the course of such com- 
merce, to grant or allow, secretly or 
openly, directly or indirectly, any rebate, 
refund, discount, credit, or other form of 
price differential, where such rebate, re- 
fund, discount, credit, or other form of 
price differential, effects a discrimination 
in price between different purchasers of 
goods of like grade and quality, where 
either or any of the purchases involved 
therein are in commerce, and where the 
effect thereof may be substantially to 
lessen competition or tend to create a 
monopoly in any line of commerce, or to 
injure, destroy, or prevent competition 
with any person who either grants or 
knowingly receives the benefit of such 
discrimination, or with the customers of 
either of them: Provided, however— 

1) As used in Rule 3 the word ‘“‘com- 
merce’ means ‘‘trade or commerce" 
among the several States and with foreign 
nations, or between the District of Co- 
lumbia or any Territory of the United 
States and any State, Territory, or foreign 
nation, or between any insular possessions 
or other places under the jurisdiction of 
the United States, or between any such 
possession or place any State or Territory 
of the United States or the District of 
Columbia or any foreign nation, or within 
the District of Columbia or any Terri- 
tory or any insular possession or other 
place under the jurisdiction of the United 
States. 

(a) That the goods involved in any such 
transaction are sold for use, consumption, 
or resale within any place under the juris- 
diction of the United States; 

(b) That nothing herein contained shall 
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prevent differentials which make only 
due allowance for differences in the cost 
of manufacture, sale, or delivery resulting 
from the differing methods or quantities 
in which such commodities are to such 
purchasers sold or delivered; 

(Note: This proviso shall not be con- 
strued as permitting an industry member 
to allow a price differential to a cus- 
tomer, whether in the form of a quan- 
tity price discount, rebate, or other form, 
through billing as a single order an ag- 
gregate of the amount of two or more 
orders of such customer on which the in- 
dustry member makes separate deliveries, 
when the price differential allowed is not 
based on a net savings in cost of manu- 
facture, sale, and delivery of the prod- 
ucts to said customer resulting from the 
different method and quantity in which 
the products are sold and delivered to 
said customer, or is more than due allow- 
ance for such net savings; nor is this 
proviso to be construed as permitting an 
industry member to allow a price differen- 
tial to a customer, whether in the form of 
a quantity price discount, rebate, or other 
form, when, pursuant to agreement or 
understanding by the industry member 
and the customer, delivery of the prod- 
ucts purchased is to be delayed or made 
in installments so as to involve storage 
cost to the industry member, and when as 
a result of such cost or otherwise, the 
price differential allowed is not based 
on a net savings in cost of manufacture, 
sale, and delivery of the products to said 
customer resulting from the _ different 
method and quantity in which the prod- 
ucts are sold and delivered to said cus- 
tomer, or is more than due allowance for 
such net savings.) 

(c) That nothing herein contained shall 
prevent persons engaged in selling goods, 
wares, or merchandise in commerce from 
selecting their own customers in bona fide 
transactions and not in restraint of trade; 

(d) That nothing herein contained shall 
prevent price changes from time to time 
where made in response to changing con- 
ditions affecting the market for or the 
marketability of the goods concerned, such 
as but not limited to obsolescence of 
seasonal goods, distress sales under court 
process, or sales in good faith in dis- 
continuance of business in the goods con- 
cerned. 

II. Prohibited Brokerage and Commis- 
sions. It is an unfair trade practice for 
any member of the industry engaged in 
commerce, in the course of such com- 
merce, to pay or grant, or to receive or 
accept, anything of value as commission, 
brokerage, or other compensation, or any 
allowance or discount in lieu thereof, ex- 
cept for services rendered in connection 
with the sale or purchase of goods, 
wares, or merchandise, either to the other 
party to such transaction or to an agent, 
representative, or other’ intermediary 
therein where such intermediary is acting 
in fact for or in behalf, or is subject to 
the direct or indirect control, of any 
party to such transaction other than the 
person by whom such compensation is so 
granted or paid. 

Ill. Prohibited Advertising or Promo- 
tional Allowance, Etc. It is an unfair trade 
practice for any member of the industry 
engaged in commerce to pay or contract 
for the payment of advertising or promo- 
tional allowances or any other thing of 
value to or for the benefit of a customer 
of such member in the course of such 
commerce as compensation or in con- 
sideration for any services or facilities 
furnished by or through such customer 
in connection with the processing, han- 
dling, sale, or offering for sale of any 
products or commodities manufactured, 
sold, or offered for sale by such member. 
unless such payment or consideration is 
available on proportionally equal terms to 
all other customers competing in the dis- 
tribution of such products or commodi- 
ties. 

IV. Prohibited Discriminatory Services

or Facilities. It is an unfair trade prac- 
tice for any member of the industry en- 
gaged in commerce to discriminate in 
favor of one purchaser against another 
purchaser or purchasers of a commodity 
bought for resale, with or without pro- 
cessing, by contracting to furnish or fur- 
nishing, or by contributing to the fur- 
nishing of, any services or facilities con- 
nected with the processing, handling, sale, 
or offering for sale of such commodity so 
purchased upon terms not accorded to all 
competing purchasers on proportionally 
equal terms. 

Vv. Inducing or Receiving an Illegal 
Discrimination in Price. It is an unfair 
trade practice for any member of the in- 
dustry engaged in commerce, in the 
course of such commerce, knowingly to 
induce or receive a discrimination in price 
which is prohibited by the foregoing pro- 
visions of this Rule 3. 

VI. Exemptions. The inhibitions of this 
Rule 3 shall not apply to purchasers of 
their supplies for their own use by 
schools, colleges, universities, public 
libraries, churches, hospitals, and charit- 
able institutions not operated for profit. 

(Note: In complaint proceedings charg- 
ing discrimination in price or services or 
facilities furnished, and upon proof hav- 
ing been made of such discrimination, the 
burden of rebutting the prima facie case 
thus made by showing justification shall 
be upon the person charged; and unless 
justification shall be affirmatively shown, 
the Commission is authorized to issue an 
order terminating the discrimination: 
Provided, however, That nothing herein 
contained shall prevent a seller rebutting 
the prima facie case thus made by show- 
ing that his lower price or the furnishing 
of services or facilities to any purchaser 
or purchasers was made in good faith to 
meet an equally low price of a competi- 
tor, or the services or facilities furnished

RULE 4—SUBSTITUTION OF 


PRODUCTS 

It is an unfair trade practice for a 
member of the industry to make an un- 
authorized substitution of products, 
where such a substitution has the capacity 
and tendency or effect of misleading or 
deceiving the purchasing or consuming 
public, by— 

(a) Shipping or delivering industry 
products which do not conform to samples 
submitted, to specifications upon which 
the sale is consummated, or to represen- 
tations made prior to securing the order, 
without advising the purchaser of the 
substitution and obtaining his consent 
thereto prior to making shipment or de- 
livery; or 

(b) Falsely representing the reason for 
making a substitution. 

RULE 5—MISREPRESENTING 
PRODUCTS AS CONFORMING 
TO STANDARD 

In connection with the sale or offering 
for sale of industry products, it is an 
unfair trade practice to represent, 
through advertising or otherwise, that 
such products conform to any standards 
recognized in or applicable to the in- 
dustry when such is not the fact. 

(Note: Illustrative of the type of mis- 
representation inhibited by this rule is 
the practice of an industry member ad- 
vertising or otherwise claiming that a 
product has been approved by a govern- 
mental authority or private agency, such 
as the Refrigeration and Air Conditioning 
Contractors Association (RACCA), the 
Underwriters Laboratories, or the Ameri- 
can Society of Refrigerating Engineers 
(ASRE), with respect to meeting certain 
specifications or standards when in fact 
the product has not been so approved.) 
RULE 6—DECEPTIVE PRICES 

The publishing or circulating by any 
member of the industry of false or mis- 
leading price quotations, price lists, terms 
or conditions of sale, with the capacity 
and tendency or effect of misleading or 
deceiving purchasers or prospective pur- 
chasers is an unfair trade practice. 

It is also an unfair trade practice to 
make or publish directly or indirectly any 
false, misleading or deceptive statements 
or representations, through advertising or 
otherwise, concerning installment sales 
contracts used or their terms and condi- 
tions, including down payments, interest, 
carrying charges, etc., or respecting any 
other matters relative to such contracts 
or their terms and conditions. 


RULE 7—MISREPRESENTATION-AS TO 
CHARACTER OF BUSINESS 

It is an unfair trade practice for any 
industry member, in the course of or in 
connection with the sale, installation and 
maintenance of industry products, to rep- 
resent directly or indirectly that he is 
an air conditioning or refrigeration con- 
tractor when such is not the fact; or in 
any other manner to misrepresent the 
character, extent, or type of business. 
RULE 8—INDUCING BREACH OF 

CONTRACT 

Knowingly inducing or attempting to 
induce the breach of existing lawful con- 
tracts between competitors and their cus- 
tomers or their suppliers, or interfering 
with or obstructing the performance of 
any such contractual duties or services, 
under any circumstance having the ca- 
pacity and tendency or effect of substan- 
tially injuring or lessening present or 
potential competition, is an unfair trade 
practice. 

Nothing in this rule is intended to imply 
that it is improper for any industry 
member to solicit the business of a cus- 
tomer of a competing industry member; 
nor is the rule to be construed as in any- 
wise authorizing any agreement, under- 
standing, or planned common course of 
action by two or more industry members 
not to solicit business from the customers 
of either of them, or from customers of 
any other industry member. 
RULE 9—PROHIBITED SALES 

COST 

The practice of selling products of the 
industry at a price less than the cost 
thereof to the seller, with the purpose or 
intent, and where the effect is, or where 
there is a reasonable probability that 
the effect will be, to substantially injure, 
suppress, or stifle competition or tend to 
create a monopoly, is an unfair trade 
practice.

This rule is not to be construed as pro- 
hibiting all sales below cost, but only such 
selling below the seller’s cost as is re- 
sorted to and pursued with the wrongful 
intent or purpose referred to and where 
the effect is, or where there is reasonable 
probability that the effect will be, to sub- 
stantially injure, suppress, or stifle com- 
petition or to create a monopoly. 

Among the situations in which the 
requisite purpose or intent would ordin- 
arily be lacking are cases in which such 
sales were: (1) of seasonal goods near 
the conclusion of the season; (2) of perish- 
able goods in respect to which deteriora- 
tion is imminent; (3) of obsolescent 
goods; (4) made under judicial process; 
or (5) made in bona fide discontinuance 
of business in the goods concerned. 

As used in the foregoing paragraphs of 
this rule, the term ‘‘cost’’ means the 
respective seller's cost and not an aver- 


age cost in the industry, whether such . 


average cost be determined by an indus- 
try cost survey or some other method. It 
consists of the total outlay or expendi- 
ture by the seller in the acquisition, pro- 
duction, and distribution of the products 
involved, and comprises all elements of 
cost such as labor, material, depreciation, 
taxes (except on net income and such 
other taxes as are not properly applicable 
to cost), and general overhead expenses, 
incurred by the seller in the acquisition, 
manufacture, processing, preparation for 
marketing, sale, delivery, installation and 
maintenance of the products. 

Not to be included are dividends or 
interest on borrowed or invested capital, 
or non-operating losses, such as fire 
losses and losses from the sale or ex- 


NOTE: Ask about Houdaille natural- 
draft condensers for upright freezers. 
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change of capital assets. Operating cost 
should not be reduced by items of non- 
operating income, such as income from 
investments, and gain on the sale of 
capital assets. 

Nothing in this rule shall be construed 
as relieving an industry member from 
compliance with any of the requirements 
of the Robinson-Patman Act. 

RULE 10—COMMERCIAL BRIBERY 

It is an unfair trade practice for a 
member of the industry, directly or in- 
directly, to give, or offer to give, or per- 
mit to cause to be given, money or any- 
thing of value to agents, employees, or 
representatives of customers or prospec- 
tive customers, or to agents, employees, 
or representatives of competitors cus- 
tomers, or prospective customers, without 
the knowledge of their employers or prin- 
cipals, as an inducement to influence their 
employers or principals to purchase or con- 
tract to purchase products manufactured 
or sold by such industry member or the 
maker of such gift or offer, or to influence 
such employers or principals to refrain 
from dealing in the products of competi- 
tors or from dealing or contracting to 
deal with competitors. 

RULE 11—ENTICING AWAY 
EMPLOYEES OF COMPETITORS 

It is an unfair trade practice for any 
member of the industry wilfully to en- 
tice away employees or sales representa- 
tives of competitors with the intent and 
effect of thereby unduly hampering or 
injuring competitors in their business and 
destroying or substantially lessening com- 
petition: 

Provided, that nothing in this rule shall 
be construed as prohibiting employees

RULE 12—DECEPTION AS TO USED OR 
REBUILT PRODUCTS 


(a) It is unfair trade practice for any 
industry member to represent directly 
or indirectly, that any industry product 
or part thereof is new, unused, or rebuilt, 
when such is not the fact. 

(b) In the marketing of industry prod- 
ucts which are second-hand or rebuilt, or 
which contain second-hand or _ rebuilt 
parts, it is an unfair trade practice to fail 
to make full and non-deceptive disclosure, 
by a conspicuous tag or label firmly at- 
tached to the products, and in all adver- 
tising and promotional literature relating 
thereto, of the fact— 

(1) that such products are second-hand, 
rebuilt, or contain second-hand or rebuilt 
parts, as the case may be, when such 
products have the appearance of being 
new; or 

(2) that the rebuilding of rebuilt prod- 
ucts was done by other than the original 
manufacturer, when such is the case. 


RULE 13—DEFAMATION OF COMPETI- 
TORS OR FALSE DISPARAGEMENT OF

The management of this com- 
pany reads. every issue of your 
excellent paper with close scrutiny. 
We would like to congratulate you 
on the high standard of news and 
technical reporting and the pro- 
gressive ethical editorial attitude. 

Your stand regarding air condi- 
tioning standards is most interest- 
ing and we believe, has a direct 
parallel in the food freezer field. 
The manufacturers rating for food 
capacity for a food freezer invari- 
ably quotes “up to lbs.” with- 
out theorizing as to “lead’’ or 
“feathers.” 

We have proved in actual prac- 
tice that these top figures are 30% 
too high in the average case where 
the unit is filled with a mixed load 
containing an average variety of 
irregularly shaped roasts, steaks, 
chickens, etc., as well as packaged 
vegetables, fruit, ice cream, etc. 

In addition, the upright type of 
food freezer has been proved to 
hold approximately 15% less than 
a chest type model with the same 
capacity rating. This is, of course, 
due to loss of space under many 
shelves. 

This state of affairs is highly un- 
satisfactory since the public gains 


most of its initial impressions 
concerning a basic appliance from 
brand name national advertising. 
Hence, the average citizen tends to 
question severely the quoted “food 
plan” capacity of such food freez- 
ers since these figures are so much 
lower. This situation offers an un- 
necessary stumbling block to both 
manufacturer and ethical sales 
organization. Why not a campaign 
to remove this piece of stupidity? 

The attached notes concerning 
improvements made in our frozen 
food packaging are sent to you on 
the recommendation of our Quality 
Control Consultant, Jean David 
Ph.D (Stanford). He is on the 
McGill university staff—Bureau of 
Agriculture, Quebec Government, 
a director of the Canadian Locker 
Association, and a frozen food 
technologist of international repu- 
tation. 

He felt that some of its revela- 
tions were definitely first in this 
field, especially our method of 
speedy packaging of steaks and 
chops so that they can be sepa- 
rated without thawing. We can as- 
sure you that 20 minutes from 
freezer to plate is very handy 
when you feel like a steak.

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the first objection since although 
they were put into a separate poly- 
thene bag, this was put inside 
the chicken where they stayed 
stuck to the inside long after 
the rest had thawed out. The 
remedy was simple—put the bag 
of giblets outside the chicken 
where it could be removed imme- 
diately after the main covering was 
stripped off. 

The ladies were very happy 
about this improvement. They 
found it certainly speeded up the 
preparation and cooking process. 

Steaks & Chops. These had been 
a real wrestling match with a 
single waxed paper in between. The 
first try was with double waxed 
paper in between two steaks but 
although the steaks came apart 
easily, this was a clumsy plant 
operation and the paper usually 
stuck to its own steak until par- 
tially thawed. 

Ian Rust wanted to find a single 
sheet that could be placed between 
meats before bagging, evacuating, 
and freezing. He finally tried the 
most obvious material—one of the 
polythene bags being used for most 
packaging at the plant. It worked 
perfectly. Steaks and chops come 
apart no matter how wet when 
packaged. 

Customers are delighted with 
the convenience and every proces- 
sor of frozen food who had been 
shown this innovation is now using 
it. Rust settled on a 8 by 11 sepa- 
rator of 1 mil polythene costing 
.38 cents per sheet. He can cer- 
tainly be proud of the convenience 


aspect of his food plan when one 
can take a steak straight out of the 
freezer onto the broiler—20 min- 
utes from freezer to table. 


Liver. This was also a bone of 
contention in the Rust household. 
The package offered to the cus- 
tomer neither looked good nor was 
it convenient. Plant research turned 


* out a better product in the follow- 


ing way. The liver was first par- 
tially frozen after being cut in 
strips the width of the cardboard 
pans; then cut with the bandsaw 
into 3-in. widths and packaged in 
layers with a polythene sheet be- 
tween each. 


These were approximately three 
pieces to a layer and a whole pan 
placed in a polythene bag, vacuum- 
ized, and sharp frozen. Once again 
customer acceptance was instan- 
taneous. 


Delivery Boxes. Difficulty was 
being experienced in preventing 
damage to contents of packs when 
being stored and during delivery. 
L. G. Greswell, plant manager, set 
out to try reusable cardboard beer 
cartons. However, these were found 
to be prohibitively expensive un- 
less bought full of beer. Through 
Bathhurst Paper, he finally found 
a durable wall box with top, that 
throws flat for storage, hold 30 lbs. 
of vegetables or 40 lbs. of meat, 
stacks perfectly (it will allow a 
220-lb. man to stand on it), has 
finger holds cut in it for easy carry- 
ing and which costs only 44 cents 
each in thousands lots with an es- 
timated life of forty trips. 


Some Operating Hints for Food Plans

These tactics 
were used in the USA by com- 
panies who were only interested in 
selling as many freezers as possi- 
ble during the period of greatest 
public interest and folding up when 
the cream was skimmed. 

(6) The handling of customer re- 
peat orders for food by “personal- 
ized selling’ and paying company 
food advisors for handling all

Reports from firms preparing frozen dinners are glowing. 
FrigiDinner, Inc., for example, produced some 3,000,000 of these 
heat-and-serve platters in 1954—and hopes to increase this by 
30% this year. Quaker State Foods sold 2,250,000 last yea . 


Largest in the field, C. A. Swanson & Sons is producing 
135,000 meals a day. Projected goal 300,000 a day this year. 


These production figures are leaping astoundingly. Further- 
more, this stuff isn’t being stored. It is being consumed—mostly 
from the aluminum foil tray perched on somebody’s lap. No 
wonder newer homes have almost eliminated the dining room! 

Next will there be “C Rations” for civilians, or a compressed 
food tablet which might eliminate frozen dinners, themselves? 


Freezer Dealers: Alert! 
(By John O. Sweet) 


AT LAST: the pre-cooked frozen dinner is in business! 

Suddenly the American public has developed a substantial 
appetite for heat-and-eat dinners. Sales are zooming upward, pro- 
duction schedules are being revised accordingly, a number of firms 
are expanding both product and distribution-wise (or are planning 
to), and new processors are entering the field. 


Some say these ready-made meals haven’t gained widespread 
favor previously because the public wasn’t ready for an extreme 
change in eating habits. Also, prices were too high for mass sales, 
and there wasn’t enough cabinet space in commercial food stores. 

But now things are humming. 

FrigiDinner, Inc., of Philadelphia, has been marketing Swiss 
steak and turkey dinners for some eight years. Last year this firm 
produced some 3,000,000 frozen dinners of several varieties. This 
year it hopes to increase production 30%. 


Similar happy reports come from other companies. Quaker 
State Foods Corp., which markets frozen complete luncheons under 
the One Eyed Eskimo label, sold 2,250,000 of them in 1954, and 
is “heading for minimum sales of 4,000,000 this year,” according 
to Albert Bernstein, president of the Pittsburgh firm. 

One of the largest of the newcomers to the field is C. A. 
Swanson & Sons, which started turning out complete frozen meals 
less than two years ago. Last year the company produced between 
16,000,000 and 17,000,000 frozen dinners. Currently, Swanson 
plants in Omaha, Neb.; Modesto, Calif.; Fayetteville, Ark.; and 
Salisbury, Md. are producing an estimated total of at least 135,000 
dinners daily. Production goal this year is 300,000 frozen dinners 
a day. 

Recently, Swanson and Campbell Soup Co. (which began mar- 
keting frozen soups last year and is now experimenting with other 
frozen products) announced plans to “affiliate” through an ex- 
change of stock. Commenting on the transaction, William B. Mur- 
phy, Campbell president, said: “The changing pattern of living 
habits and eating habits makes the market for frozen foods, and 
especially frozen pre-cooked meals, very attractive.” And Gilbert 
Swanson, C. A. Swanson chairman, observed: “Pre-cooked frozen 
foods are sparking one of the most important developments in the 
food industry.” 


Among the newest of the newcomers is Swift & Co., which 
entered the field in April by acquiring the manufacturing and dis- 
tributing facilities of three frozen food concerns: Holiday Food 
Co. of Van Buren, Ark., and StoAway Sales Co. and Arkmo Trans- 
portation Co. of Kansas City, Mo. Last year StoAway sold more 
than half a million meals. 

Fox De Luxe Foods, Inc., started offering a frozen dinner only 


_ last December. But it’s been producing at the rate of 3,000 a day, 


reports William Windsor, advertising manager, who adds: “We’re 
prepared to step up output to 5,000 a day.” As of a recent date, 
this company‘s housewife-pleasers were available in three mid- 

western cities. More distribution points will be added. 
A number of outlets in northeastern Ohio are selling frozen

meals put up by Stouffer Corp., a Cleveland chain restaurant con- 
cern, which is planning to expand this phase of its business into 
other cities. Another newcomer to the field is Van Camp Sea Food 


Co., Inc., Terminal Island, Calif. 


Coming from General Foods Corp. are frozen dinners bearing 
the well-known Birds Eye label. With Swift now in the field, 


several other big meat packers, 


including Armour & Co., are 


highly interested observers of the business now and may even- 


tually decide to plunge in. 


Frozen dinner producers offer a wide variety of diets. For ex- 
ample, FrigiDinner’s meals include pot roast of beef, turkey, ham- 
burger, Swiss steak, and fish sticks. The latter come with peas 
and baked macaroni with cheese. Most of the others contain 
mashed potatoes and peas. Van Camp Sea Food is marketing a 
frozen tuna dinner (Swanson makes the meal using fish provided 


by Van Camp). 


Swanson also offers roast beef dinners with beef gravy, 
browned potatoes, peas, and corn O’Brien; turkey dinners with 
corn bread dressing, gravy, sweet potatoes, and peas; fried chicken 
dinners with potatoes and mixed vegetables. 

Four dinners are marketed by Quaker State Foods now— 
turkey, pot roast, Swiss steak, and Salisbury steak—and a fish 
dinner is scheduled for introduction this year. Fox De Luxe Foods 
is making a “Ham ’N Yam” dinner with baby lima beans, pimen- 
tos, and yeast roll. Processors ready-made meals include some 
extra-special specialties, like combination Chinese dinners and 
trout in champagne and cream sauce. 


How come the mounting demand for such meals? The key

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Refrigeration Problems 


and their solution

Noise Problem 


QUESTION: 

I am having trouble on an air 
conditioning job. There is a hum- 
ming noise that comes and goes. 
The noise is like a high wind blow- 
ing on a television antenna. 

The 5-hp. condensing unit is in 
the basement. The blower coils are 
in the attic: a 75-ft. run. I have the 
proper size liquid line and have 
installed a heat exchanger in the 
refrigerant lines. Head pressure is 
130 lbs., and the suction pressure 
is 36 lbs. 

I am now going to put on a 4- 
ton expansion valve from the 
liquid line, at the highest point, to 
the suction line, thus by-passing 
the blower coil, to bleed off flash 
gas. 

If you have any suggestions on 
this problem, I would be glad to 
hear from you. 


ANSWER: 


Sounds, like smells, are difficult 
to describe so > that the other per- 


son can get a very accurate con- 
ception of just what the sound is 
like. Your comparison to the sound 
from the wind on a television an- 
tenna was certainly descriptive 
though. 

Since you mention that the con- 
densing unit is in the basement 
and the blower coils are in the 
attic, and that the refrigerant run 
is about 75 ft., there is certainly 
a very good chance that the ex- 
pansion valve is passing flash gas. 
It could be causing the weird 
sound. 

At a guess, at least 30 ft. of the 
75-ft. run are probably vertical 
rise. With ‘Freon-12,” every foot 
of vertical rise causes a pressure 
drop of .57 p.s.i., due to the weight 
of the liquid. For 30 ft., this would 
be a static pressure drop of 17.1 
p.s.i. With a condensing pressure 
of 130 p.s.i.g., the pressure of the 
liquid entering the expansion valve 
would therefore be about 113 
p.s.i.g. 

To prevent flash gas, the liquid 
would have to be at a temperature 
of 98° F. at the expansion valve 


where its pressure is 113 p.s.i.g. 
Of course, if the vertical rise is 
greater than 30 ft., the pressure 
drop would be more than 17 p.s.i., 
so the liquid would have to be 
cooler than 98° F. 

For example, if the vertical rise 
is 50 ft., the pressure drop due to 
the weight of the ‘“Freon-12” 
would be 28.5 p.s.i., and the pres- 
sure of the liquid at the valve 
101.5 p.s.ig., corresponding to a 
temperature of about 91° F. in- 
stead of 98° F. 

In neither case have we included 
pressure drop due to friction. If 
the liquid line is of the proper 
size—7%g-in. o.d. copper tube—and 
there is no restriction in the fit- 
tings, valves, solenoid valve, etc., 
the pressure drop due to friction 
should not be more than about 3 
p.s.i., which would reduce the re- 
quired temperature of the liquid to 
prevent flash-gas only a couple of 
degrees.

stall a tee in the liquid line just 
ahead of the expansion valve and 
attach a pressure gauge to the tee. 
With the condensing unit running 
normally, the pressure at the tee 
subtracted from the condensing 
pressure in the basement will be 
the total pressure drop due to the 
weight of the liquid, and to fric- 
tion. 

Then stop the compressor, and 
after a moment or so read the pres- 
sure of the liquid at the tee, and 
subtract it from the condensing 
pressure in the basement. This will 
give the pressure drop due to the 
weight of the liquid only. 

You now have the total pressure 
drop and the static pressure drop. 
The difference will be the pressure 
drop due to friction only. You may 
find that it is much greater than 
you had supposed, and it may, in 
fact, be the greater part of the 
total pressure drop; that is, it may 
be greater than the static pressure 
drop. 


CHECK EFFECT OF 
HEAT EXCHANGER 


You mention that you have in- 
stalled a heat exchanger. Presum- 
ably, you installed it near the 
blower coil. It is suggested that 
you clamp a thermometer to the 
liquid line at the outlet of the heat 
exchanger. By comparing the read- 
ing of this thermometer with the 
pressure of the liquid at this same 
point, you can definitely determine 
whether or not the heat exchanger 
is cooling the liquid to a low 
enough temperature to prevent 
flash gas ahead of the expansion 
valve. 

The suction pressure of 36 p.s.i.g. 
indicates that the blower coil is 
not being fully fed with refriger- 
ant, for it should ordinarily be 
from 37 to 43 p.s.ig., depending 
upon the capacity of the blower 
coil and how well it is balanced to 
the capacity of the unit. 

Again, however, there may be 
three or four p.s.i. pressure drop 
in the suction line, so the actual 
suction pressure at the outlet of 
the blower coil may be about 
right, for presumably you read the 
36 p.s.i.g. on a gauge at the suc- 
tion service valve of the compres- 
sure. 

If the coil is being underfed, be- 
cause of a shortage of refrigerant 
or because of pressure drop or the 
liquid being heated in the liquid 
line, the coil is being fed flash gas 
instead of liquid refrigerant, then 
the gas leaving the coil may not 
be cold enough to make the heat 
exchanger very effective. A heat 
exchanger depends on the suction 
gas being cold, but if the coil is 
underfed, the gas leaving the 
blower coil and entering the heat 
exchanger will be superheated 
more than the normal 10° F., and 
the suction gas to the heat ex- 
changer will be warm enough to 
reduce the capacity of the heat ex- 
changer, and its ability to cool the 
liquid. 

You might be able to help the 
situation a good deal by readjust- 
ing the TE valve to a lower super- 
heat, thus feeding the coil heavier, 
reducing the temperature of the 
suction gas to the heat exchanger, 
and consequently cooling the liquid 
lower, thereby reducing the flash 


gas. 


—<—— 


CORRECTING FOR FLASH GAS 


If, despite the heat exchanger, 
and any effort to readjust the ex- 
pansion valve, you are still getting 
flash gas in the liquid line, there 


are two courses open. 

(1) Putting on a larger heat 
exchanger, thus cooling the liquid 
line to a lower temperature. 

(2) Putting on a small TE valve 
as you suggested, to by-pass the 
flash gas from the liquid line to 
the suction line. However, if you 
are getting enough flash gas to 
have this effect, and to cause the 
main TE valve to be noisy, it seems 
likely that a %%4-ton valve will not 
be big enough; for it must be re- 
membered that it is going to pass 
gas, so its capacity is going to be 
quite limited. 

Neither of these methods of 
correcting for flash gas is a cure. 
If flash gas is present, any means 
of correcting for it is going to re- 
duce the capacity of the system. 

In fact, the most economical 
method (from an operating stand- 
point) is to cool the liquid by a 
small concentric tube evaporator 
fed by a small TE valve (the 4 
ton would be large enough). This 
will cool the liquid more effectively 
and with less loss in capacity of 
the system as a whole, than using 
a heat exchanger, or by-passing the 
flash gas to the suction line. 


HARMONICS 


All of the foregoing has been 
based on the assumption that the 
noise is caused by flash gas from 
the liquid line going through the 
TE valve on the blower coil; 
whereas, the noise may originate 
from some other cause. 

One possible cause is what is 
known as a “harmonic.” If two 
sounds of about the same 
frequency are “mixed,” they com- 
bine to form another sound of 
rather low frequency. This third 
sound is a “harmonic’’; also called 
a “beat.” 

Harmonics are quite common in 
units having two motors of differ- 
ent speeds. Harmonics also result 
from two or more vibrations of 
different frequencies. Harraonics 
often vary in intensity or fre- 
quency, so are the types of sounds 
that may “come and go.” Noisy, 
vibrating tube lines are often set 
in motion by harmonics. You might 
check the possibility of this sound 
that is giving you trouble being 
caused by a harmonic of some sort. 


ELECTRICAL OR AIR NOISE 


Another possibility is that the 
noise is originating from _ the 
blower motor. Fluctuations in volt- 
age and/or frequency of the elec- 
tric supply might be a cause; or 
the noise might be due to a defec- 
tive motor. 

Still another possibility is that 
it is an air noise similar to the 
whistle that sometimes comes from 
a fan being incorrectly located in 
its housing. 


Noises are rather 


sometimes 


difficult to trace to their sources, 
so it might be well to consider 
other causes than flash gas pass- 

ing through the expansion valve.

Tenn. Safety Law-- Merger--

The law says that any new re- 
frigerator or other airtight con- 
tainer “which has a capacity of 
14% cu. ft. or more and an open- 
ing of 50 sq. in. or more, and 
which has a door or lid equipped 
with a latch or other fastening de- 
vice capable of securing such door 
or lid shut, sold in this state shall 
be equipped with a safety device lo- 
cated in the lower half of the front 
panel and/or door which may be 
readily operated from within the 
container. .. .” 

A fine of not more than $200 or 
imprisonment of not more than 30 
days is provided for each act of 
violation and for each day such 
violation continues. 

At the same time, the Tennessee 
general assembly passed a law ef- 
fective immediately prohibiting the 
placing of such airtight containers 
outside or within any warehouse 
or storage room or unoccupied or 
abandoned building where it might 
be accessible to children. 


Detroit Suburb Limits 
Air Conditioner Use 


DETROIT—In an effort to con- 
serve water, suburban Oak Park 
has adopted restrictions on air con- 
ditioning and sprinkling.’ 

The air conditioning regulation 
provides that when the tempera- 
ture reaches 90° F. or over, cool- 
ing units using city water, not re- 
circulated, may not lower the tem- 
perature below 80°.

In the past, RCA executives have 
denied such reports. But, perhaps 
significantly, they have refused to 
deny the recent rumors regarding 
a RCA-Whirlpool-Seeger tie-up. 

Spokesmen for RCA and Whirl- 
pool said they had “no comment” 
on the merger talk. And John Holl, 
president of Seeger, made this 
ambiguous statement: ‘We're talk- 
ing with so many people about so 
many things that I can’t say any- 
thing at this time.” 

Also adding strength to the 
possibility of a merger was a state- 
ment by officials of Sears Roebuck 
& Co. that merger talk is “no 
ridiculous rumor.” 

Sears, of course, would figure 
strongly in any merger of the 
three manufacturers since all are 
Sears’ suppliers and Sears owns a 
substantial share of Seeger and 
Whirlpool. Seeger makes Sears’ re- 
frigerators, Whirlpool its washers 
and dryers, and RCA its TV. 

Added to RCA’s range and radio- 
TV operations, Seeger and Whirl- 
pool would round out an RCA 
major appliance line. 

Sears officials see such a merger 
of its suppliers as benefitting the 
company. They acknowledge that 
the consolidation might mean 
added competition for Sears. How- 
ever, they say, Sears could “live 
with” such competition, consider- 
ing the compensating advantages. 

There was much speculation as 
to what corporate form the specu- 
lated merger would take and who 
would be in control. Consensus 
seemed to be that RCA would be 
the parent company.

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U. S. To Release More 
Aluminum and Nickel 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—-Govern- 
ment spokesmen disclosed recently 
that additional aluminum and 
nickel, once scheduled for delivery 
to U. S. stockpiles, will be diverted 
to industry to help relieve short- 
ages of the metals. 

Maxwell H. Elliott, General Serv- 
ices Administration counsel, said 
that Aluminum Co. of America has 
agreed to deliver to independent 
users 55,000,000 lbs. of aluminum 
originally set aside for government 
stocks. 

He also revealed that negotia- 
tions were in progress with Kaiser 
and Reynolds for deliveries of 94,- 
000,000 lbs. of government metal. 

In both cases, Elliott said, the 
deliveries would be over what the 
companies previously had agreed to 
supply the so-called “noninteg- 
rated” fabricators and extruders. 

Elliott made known these devel- 
opments at a House Small Business 
subcommittee hearing. 

About the same time, the Office 
of Defense Mobilization announced 
that 3,000,000 lbs. of nickel, which 
had been scheduled for delivery to 
government stocks in June, will be 
released instead to industry. 

The ODM authorized the sale of 
2,000,000 lbs. to industrial users 
at market prices, in addition to the 
1,000,000-ib. diversion ordered 
previously to relieve the shortage 
of the alloying metal.
